based on the existence of pleuro-pneu 
monia and Texas fever in cattle coming 
from the United States, the amlMssador 
will call for proof of the fact. 

That will mea n long and tedious ex- 
pert examinations by veterinarians and 
much oorrespondoaoe, whloh is aot oa- 
peoted to be of any more availaUo than 
that iato which Ifr. Rnnyon, our am- 
bassador to Gsrmany, was plunsed by 
tho issoo of a similar dooroe br tne Gtor- 
maa aovenuneat, for it is full^ roaliaed 
hero toat tho allMmtioa that American 
oattio are nohealtny ia tho moroot pre- 
tenae in both oases and that the real 
reason is fear of Amerioan oompetitioa. 

In tho case of France the press cable 
dispatches have shown that the ministry 
has been urged to the issue of the decree 
by delegation after d^egation repre- 
sentiug the numerous and well-urgun- 
Ized agricultural societies of the repub- 
lic, solely for their protection against 
the Americau cattle grower, in order 
to gi'aiit the demand and yet, at the 
same time, to avoid the char;je that 
France %viv« violating the most favored 
nation claus<> iu its trenty with the 
United States, which would proi>eriy lie 
if the latter wei-e siugltjd out from other 
iinti > for an attack of tiiis kind, it wa>- 
neces.-,.i-y that recourse sho.ild N* had to 
the d« \ ice which ha<l availed (iei t'iaiiy 
so well of charging unbealthfuliies< 
\i|M>ii .Vncricaii cattle TKis cliaiiu<' is 
always hard to ivbut owing to the ease 
witii which exiMjrt tesciiuony may be 
had 0:1 either side of the ca.se. 

The .\merican trade in cutt'.t* 
France has ;<rowii to consideralile \h\> 
portlo^l^. tlie r-hip.neriis (iuring si.\ 
mouths endcii Dec. 31 last being ia,-441 
head, and during tho month of January 
last HOI haad. 

Set.-retary Morton was careful about 
expressing his opinion tiuiching tlie 
French decree, but it could be seen that 
he regarded it as a mere political uiani- 
festation and felt that 11 would not be 
continued in force for any considerable 
length of time and that the next change 
iu tlie French cabinet would nrobably 
be foUowod by tiio rsvooatioa of tho de- 
cree. 

Notwithstanding this the belief is 
growing and deepening here that these 
decrees are but forerunners ot other and 
more severe restrictions nptm Amurictn 
trade, the next blow, perhaps, buiui; 
likely to fall upon wheat. It is under 
stood that those are not adopted as 
retaliatory measures, but are manifesta- 
tiOBs uf tlie growth of the protective 
sentiment in continental Europe, and 
grow oat of the necessity the govern- 
ments are under of conceding aomothiug 
to the great agrioultaral classes.

Omaha, Feb '.^6.— A Council Blnffs 
special to The Bee says: A spirited 
fight between the hank robbers and the 

local authoritU'^ o( curri (1 heiela^t nii;!it 
in which several person* were shot and 
much pMwder burned OfHcers had 
been notified to watch for the men, who 
yesterday morning robbed tho Gfriswold 
(la.) bank. 

Just after dusk, as one of the ofTtuem 
was patrolling his beat, ho noticed a 
aum sittlag in the office of the Kiel 
hotel who answorod tho description tolo- 
' ied horn Oriswold. Deputy Shniff 
in was notiflodand oonclnded that 
ho was one of the men wanted aad 
called to his assistance Deputy Sheriff 
Hooker, and in company with Oflloers 
Potorson and Ware tho party entered 
the offloe and invited the snanect to jail. 

As the live men left the hotel, two 
other hotel guests roee and followed, 
keeping several yards bohiad. Just as 
they i-eac'hed the conrthoase, O'Brien 
dropped behind, telling his prisoner to 
walk in front. As he did this, the two 
men who had been^oUowing the party, 
commenced firing at the officers. The 
officers returned the lire, the prisoner 
uud the two strangers separating from 
the oflicers and shi'otiiiK ii.'; they ran. 

For some miiiuirs the fusillaiie w.i^ 
kept up. citir-ens unri other ofHcers join 
ing ill the battle, which li.id been gen 
ernl all along the line until the desper 
adoes were overcome and t wo of tliem 
placed under anvst and taken to,j,iil. 
where they khvc theii- names .is .lolin 
Fleilly ami .lauies Wilson As >oon 
they were iilaced t>eliin(i the bar- tie- 
ofHoers stwt«;d t'l .'> ik for ihi^ woumlel, 
and in the veiuch tliev discovered 
O'Brien severely w . lumli'd, ,t bullet hav 
ing struck lum in the .ilHlonien. enter 
ing tho l)0<ly ami lodging near the 
spine. Reilly w.is hit m the kioui, the 
Vullet peiieirrti some two inches. 

The third man escaped and tied to 
ward the rivei-. pursued by a i.M»se of 
citizens, but he managed to eludn tlieni. 
It is thought he is now in Omaha and 
tliat the police of that city have f>eeu 
notified to he on the lookout for the 
man. In seaiching the men at the jail 
their pockets yielded a large numfjer ef 
postage stamps aud a quatitity of small 
chaiigo. whicn fu«'t convinces the ofHcers 
that the tsvo parties uuw under arrest 
are members of the gang that robbed the 
Oriswold bank. 

Wliile the shooting was going on 
Motorman SouUeu met witli a peculiar 
aucident. His train was in the vicinity 
of the battle, and just as he was about 
to seek the section of the inside of his 
car a bullet stmok a building nearby, 
and, glancing, flew back aud struck him 
between the eyes, cutting the flesh to 
the bone. 

At tho Jail the men who are under ar- 
rest ralosod to talk upon tho subject of 
tho roVbary. They say that they are 
fMBihsads. Ia rsgara to the shouting 
(hay state that thoy were soared and did 
net kaow iie men with whom they were 
flfhMag were ofBcers and that thsgr 
soot, as they supposed, to defend their 
lives
